That 
they refrained from forcing it through 
at once demonstrates no more than that 
they were not willing to risk the delay of 
the appropriation bills and a consequent 
extra session. After the 4th of March 
they will be still stronger in numbers, 
and nobody can say with certainty that a 
majority of the new house of representa- 
tives will not join with them in legislating 
for free silver.

A FAVORABLE REPORT 


Ordered on Senator Woicott’s Mone- 
tary Conference Bill. 

Washington, February 25.--The senate 
committee on finance this morning ordered 
a favorable report on the resolution intro- 
duced by Mr. Wolcott providing for the 
appointment of delegates to the _ inter- 
national monetary conference, should such 
a conference be called by any of the 
European powers. ‘ihe verbiage of the 
resolution was amended, but the general 
purpose of the resolution 
The appointment of nine delegates is 
provided for, three to be appointed by the 
president, three by the senate and three 
by the house of representatives. 

The resolution relative to the free zone 
along the boundary between the United 
States and Mexico was amended s0 as to 
include all railroads entering that ter- 
ritory and was favorably reported to the 
senate. 

Suggestions of the secretary of tHe 
treasury, relative to changes in the tariff 
law, were sent to the senate, through the 
medium ofa letter to Mr. Voorhees, andwere 
discussed, but the committee referred the 
secretary of the treasury to the ways and 
means committee of the house.

ENGLAND ASSENTS 


Delegates to Be Sent from Britain to the 
Proposed Conference,

Bimetallists Carry Their Motion in 
the House of Commons. 


HARCOURT SPEAKS ON THE MOTION 


London Newspap rs Oppose the Sending 
of Representatives to Berlin, but 
They Wiil Go to the Conterence. 


London, February 26—In the house of 


commons today Robert L. Everett, liberal 
member for Woodbridge division of Suf- 
folk, introduced the following motion: 

“That the house regards with increasing 
apprehension the constant fluctuation and 
srowing divergence of values of gold and 
Silver, and heartily concurs in the recent 
expressions of opinion of the governments 
Of France and Germany in regard to the 
serious evils arising therefrom.” 

Speaking to motion, Mr. Everett appealed 
to Sir William Harcourt to give heed to 
the real position of the question, put aside 
theorizing and open his eyes to the enor- 
mous revolution of values which has not 
been brought about by national causes, 
but by legislation. He expressed the hope 
that the government would cu-Operate with 
other powers in the effort to bring back the 
happier state of things which existed when 
the two metals stood upon common ratio. 

John Morley made his appearance in 
the house today, having fully recovered. 

iungland, Mr. Everett. said, was rich, but 
that was no reason why she should unjustly 
increase the burden of other states. Surely, 
he said, she was not interested in the 
bankruptcy of other nations which’ were 
owing her money; but that was exactly 
was doing, and what would continue 
unless something were done to check it. 

Why Silwer Fluctuates, 

Right Hon. Henry Chaplin, conservative, 

seconding the motion, said that the 
government had aimed a blow at silver; 
had closed the. mints of India, depriving 
Silver of its last grea: market, and after- 
wards had imposed a Cuty upon the silver 
imports of India. The constant fluctuations 
of the metal, he declared, were directly 
traceable to the monetary laws -f Eng- 
land. He charged Sir William Hurcourt 
with having misjudged the views of France 
and Germany on the question, aid pre- 
dicted that, although the opposition to bi- 
metallism was now bitter, that system 
would at no distant date be victorious, be-

Sir William Harcourt said he had never 
denied the existence of evils in consequence 
of the growing divergence of the values of 
gold and silver. When other countries had 
desired a monetary conference, the covern- 
ment had not refused to join. The last 
conference at Brussels had shown that a 
majority of the Eruopean countries de- 
clared in favor of a monometallic currency. 
He did nt think that Germany had 
changed her opinion. When a proposal 
from Germany or any other country reach- 
ed the government, it would be time enough 
to consider the question of England’s join- 
ing in another conference. A misconcep- 
tion, he said, existed in regard to the cause 
of the failure of the Brussels conference. 
The government of the United States in 
proposing that international conference ex- 
pressed a wish that it be held with a view 
to establish the ratio of values of gold and 
silver by the leading nations, by means of 
the free coinage of silver in their respec- 
tive mints. England, he said, could not ac- 
cept an invitation couched in such terms, 
and could not enter into a matter which 
impeached the first principles of England's 
currency. (Hear! Hear}) 

Harcourt on the Last Conference, 

The United States government thereupon 
proposed that the conference consider what 
measure, if any, could be taken to increase 
the use of silver in the currency system of 
the nations. When the conference met, a 
representative of the United States pro- 
posed a gneral resolution that, in the opin- 
ion of the conference, it was desirable that 
a method should be found which would 
increase the use of silver. This resolution 
was supported by the British delegates. It 
had been alleged that the failure of th 
conference was due to a premature declara- 
tion on the part of Sir Charles Rivers Wil- 
son, a British delegate, against bimetallism. 
This statement was absolutely uafounded. 
It was a German delegate who miide the 
first declaration of the kind, saying that 
Germany was satisfied with her present 
monetary system, and did not intend to 
alter it. (Hear! Hear.) He also said that 
Germany recognized the fact that the con- 
tinued oscillations of silver values were 
regrettable from an economical point of 
view, and it was, therefore, desirable that 
the question should be considered. The 
representatives of France and the other 
powers were not so directly opposed to 
silver, but were rather disposed to criti- 
than to co-operate and the United States 
delegates’ resolution had to be abandoned. 
After this, Mr. Alfred Rothschild, a Brit- 
ish delegate, had made a practical propo- 
sition for the enlargement of the use of 
stiver, and this was defeated by the action 
of Russia and the Latin union. It was 
necessary, therefore, that as far as the 
objects of the United States were convern- 
ed that no blame be attached to the 
British delegates for the negative results 
reached. 

Give the Delegates Powers. 

Recurring to the possible action of Ger- 
many in promoting another conference, Mr. 
Harcourt said the government had received 
no official communication on the subject, 
but he had. no hesitation in saying that, 
as far as he himself. was responsible, such 
a communication would be met in the same 
manner as the proposal of the United 
States was received. (‘‘Hear! Hear!) To 
concur in the proposals, to confer upon sub- 
jects of common interests, was what be- 
longed to international courtesy. He would 
suggest that, if another conference were 
held, it should be understood that it was 
not for mere academic discussion, but that 
the delegates ought to be empowered to 
make definite proposals embodying their 
views. The respective ministers fully rec- 
ognized the magnitude of the currency 
problems. The interests of the country as 
the greatest trading and monetary center 
of the world, were bound up in the sound- 
ness of her currency, and it ought to be 
borne in mind that England conducted her 
trade upon reiatively the smallest basis 
of any country. She did so because she 
had the largest credit. (Hear! Hear!) 

The debate on Mr, Everett’s motion con- 
tinued until midnight when the motion was 
agreed to without a division. 

Leaving international consideration for 
the national aspect of the question, he con- 
tended that there ought to be continuity 
of the currency poilcy which the nations 
hag attained. Thouzh hoping ‘ittle from 
an international monetary conference. in-

asmuch as a motion had been brought for- 
ward on common grounds, declaring that 
evils existed which the goverinment admit- 
ted, and as he had only been invited to co- 
operate with the powers on the subject, he 
had decided not to oppose the -esolution.

The parliamentary bimetallist committee, 
immediately after Sir William Harcourt 
had announced his acceptance of Mr. Ev- 
erett’s motion, telegraphed to the Berlin 
Bimetallic League, asking it to urge upon 
Prince Hohenlohe, the German chancellor, 
the expediency of opening negotiations for 
a& monetary conference at Berlin, The 
league responded with a telgram congratu- 
lating the English bimetallists upon the suc- 
cess of Mr. Everett’s motion. The opinion 
prevails in the lobby that an international 
conference on the subject is assured. 


Comment of the Press. 


The Daily News tomorrow will say that it 
greatly regrets the decision of the govern- 
ment to accept Mr. Everett's proposal in 
regard to the monetary question. Believ- 
ing that bimetallism would be injurious “if 
not fata] to British commercial supremacy 
it cannot help fearing that the acquies- 
cence of the ministers means a renewal of 
negotiations from which no useful result 
can be expected and which may stimulate 
and encourage a fallacious and pernicious 
movement. Nevertheless, The News re- 
Joices that Sir William Harcourt made it 
Plain that the cabinet adheres to the set- 
= financial policy of the United King- 

om, 

The Standard tomorrow will say: 

“We are absolutely bound not to swerve 
from the principleof the gold standard, nor 
can we afford to give the smallest color to 
the supposition that we are likely to relax 
the whole soul rigidity of this rule. But as 
fast as can be accomplished without the iim- 
pairment of this principle, it is urgently our 
interest to promote steadiness in the com- 
parative value of the two metals, Sir Wil- 
liam Harcourt, therefore, wisely spoke in 
sympathy with the projected conference. 
Nothing is likely to result from it, but it 
would have been tingracious and :ipolitic 
to exclude any guggestion offering the ‘aint- 
est glimpse of hope.”’ 


WHAT THE ELBE’'S PILOT SAYS, 


Investigation by a Coronar'’s Jury 
Over the Bodies of the Drowned. 
London, February 26.—The coroner’s in- 

quest upon the bodies of the Elbe victims, 

brought ashore by fishing boats, was re- 
sumed at Lowestoft this morning. Miss 

Anna Boecker, the only woman survivor 

of the Elbe, and Mr. Greenham, the 

ienglish pilot of the Elbe, and the crew 
of the steamer Crathie, were present. 

Captain Donner was in attendance on be- 

half of the German government and law- 

yers were present representing the owners 
of the Elbe and Crathie. Captain Gordon, 
of the Crathie, was also present. 

Pilot Greenham testilied that after the 
crash he saw attempts made to close the 
water-tight doors of the Elbe. When he 
got to the deck he saw that the Elbe had 
lost her port rockets, but her blue lhghts 
burned and her siren was blowing. Cap- 
tain von Goessel was on the bridge until 
the last. The captain ordered the boats 
got out, but the ropes were frozen and 
had to be chopped away. The orders given 
by the captain were obeyed and there was 
no confusion. When Greenham got inte 
the boat he saw a green light and white 
stern light, which he believed to be the 
lights of the colliding vessel. These lights 
disappeared to the southward. 
Greenham said the speed of the Elbe ai 
the time of the collision was sixteen miles 
an hour, and she would consequently go 
some distance after her engines 
were stopped. The steamer he 
had seen stopped at the time 
of the collision, but until after daybreak it 
was impossible for those aboard to see a 
lifeboat with a light. 

Mr. Greenham said he burned paper in 
the boat in order to attract the attention 
of the colliding vessel and expressed his 
belief that if the Crathie had kept a 
lookout it would have seen it burning. 

Captain Gordon, commander of the 
Crathie, took the stand and testified that 
when the wreckage was cleared away 
from the Crathie’s bows the ship was 
turned around to go after the Elbe. This 
was about three-quarters of an hour after 
the collision, but the Elbe had steamed 
away. 

It has been decided to limit the inquiry 
to events occurring subsequent to the col- 
lision. No investigation will be made into 
the cause of the disaster in view of the 
proceedings in that direction which are 
pending in Rotterdam. 

Both the captain and the chief engineer 
of the Crathie deposed that the vessel's tel- 
egraph was frozen at the time of the col- 
lision, Orders were given to the lookout 
man, who shouted them to the engine room, 
The engineer admitted that he had not 
looked to see whether the telegraph was all 
right when the vessel sailed from Kotter- 
dam. 

At the conclusion of the engineer’s teti- 
mony the coroner intimated that the 
inquest would be adjourned until March 
26th. The solicitor for the captain of the 
Crathie objected to this proposal and asked 
that the jury render a verdict. It would be 
cruel, he said, to let the matter hang fire 
over the captain’s head for a month. 

The coroner opposed the rendering of a 
verdict at the present time and the inquest 
was adjourned. 


A CUPOLA ON FIRE. 


Damage to the City Hall of Brooklyn 
Yesterday. 

Brooklyn, N. Y., February 26.—Fire start- 
ed shortly before 8 o’clock this morning on 
the third floor of the city hall and before 
it Was got under control the tower sur- 
mounting the building had been destroyed, 
the third floor badly scorched and the rest 
of the building flooded with water. ‘:ne 
fire began among waste paper under the 
stairs on the third floor. The cupola, the 
white statue of justice and the big bell in 
the tower were destroyed before the flan.es 
could be subdued. The half story abcve 
the third floor, which is occupied ky the 
Keeper, was also badly damaged and the 
furniture destroyed. It is not believed 
that any of the records, either in the comp- 
troller’s department or in the city clerk’s 
Office, have been destroyed. The mayor's 
private office was flooded with water, but 
some thoughtful person had thrown rugs 
over the books to protect them from the 
flood of water which was coming through 
the ceiling from dbove. 

Mayor Schieren left here for Baltimore 
yesterday and is not expected to return be- 
fore Thursday. The total loss is estimat- 
ed at $40,000. 


Another Ballot in Delaware. 


Dover, Del., February 26.—Today marks 
the beginning of the seventh week of the 
senatorial deadlock. The fifty-eighth bal- 
lot was taken at noon and shows no ma- 
terial change from previous ballots. The 
vote was: Higgins, republican, 9; Ad- 
dicks, republican, 6; Massey, republican, 
4; Wolcott, democrat, 9; Bayard, democrat, 
1; Tunnell, democrat, 1.

WERE A SURPRISE. 


Commissioner Andrew's Resolutions 
at the Police Board's Meeting. 
New York, February 26,—Mayor Strong’s 
idea of what the police department should 
be and his opinion of the centralization of 
authority under one head, was made evident 
at a meeting of the police board this after- 
noon. The subje@ under discussion was the 
recent mysterious conference between the 
mayor and Superintendent Byrnes, then 
between the mayor and Commissioner An- 
drews; and finally between all three, was 
clearly shown by a resolution offered by 
Commissioner Andrews ‘this afternoon. 
Commissioner Andrews would make the 
superintendent the actual as well as the 
nominal head of the department, giving him 
almost absolute power in the control and 
management of the uniformed force. Mr, 
Andrews stated that he had been in con- 
sultation with numerous city authorities 
and that he had come to the conclusion that 
the three inspection districts into which 
the territory covered-by the metropolitan 
force is divided, should be abolished. He 
offered the following resolution with that 


end in view: 
‘{ That the present inspection districts 


be abolished, 

“2 The precincts to report direct to the 
superintendent. 

“8 Inspectors to report direct to the su- 
perintendent for staff duty. 

“4. The superintendent to assign one in- 
spector or captain for day duty and one for 
night duty at headquarters, to receive pre- 
cinct returns, hear complaints and do other 
duties as directed. 

“5 The supreintendent to be authorized 
to assign men to duty subject to the rules; 
to transfer and assign as the best interests 
of the service require. 

‘$6. The promotion of efficiency and dis- 
cipline to be his sole guide; long and faith- 
ful service to be rewarded by promotion. 
The superintendent is to endeavor to estab- 
lish the principle that real merit and faith- 
ful performance of duty as officers and 
gentlemen are the only means of securing 
advancement in the department. 

“7. Superintendent to report all changes 
so made to the board. 

“8 All rules conflicting with these new 
arrangements to be repealed.’’ 

The resolutions were a surprise to the cth- 
er commissioners who evidently had rot 
been consulted in the matter. After son.e 
discussion the resolutions were laid ovr 
until the next meeting of the board.

CALLS IT A BUGBEAR 


Ex-Senator Howard Tries to Depreciate 
the Southern Movement. 


HE SPEAKS FOR THE SPINNERS 


While the Mills Are Moving, He 
Says There Is Nothing in It. 


A WEAK ARGUMENT ABOUT COAL 


HelInsists That Massachussetts Has Not 
Much to Complain of on Fuel, and 
Still the Mills Come. 


Boston, Mass., February 26.—At the state- 
house this morning the legislative commit- 
tee on mercantile affairs continued its in- 
vestigation into the causes of removal to 
other states of textile corporations, The 
committee heard a different story today of 
the condition of manufacturers and em- 
ployes in Massachusetts from that given at 
the previous session of the inquiry, The 
coimnpetition of the south was stampcd as a 
bugbear by ex-Senator Robert Howard, of 
Fall River, who appeared as the representa- 
tive of the Fall River Cotton Mill Spinners’ 
Association. Mr, Howard said in brief: 

“I have noticed during the past few 
months that the comparatively few manu- 
facturers who are contemplating the build- 
ing of mills in the south have spared no 
pains to obtain the widest publicity for 
their views on the so-called ‘southern move- 
ment.’ The bugbear of southern competi- 
tion has been running in the ears of the 
people throughout the length and breadth 
of the New England states, and Massa- 
chusetts particularly. It seems to me that 
those who are doing the most talking pos- 
sess more of a theoretical than a practical 
knowledge of cotton manufacturtng, The 
majority of the manufacturers of Massa- 
chusetts depend more for success upon 
skilled operatives and climatic conditions 
in the line of goods they are engaged in 
than proximity to the cotton fields, 

‘Short hours are not driving the cotton 
trade away from Massachusetts, for 10 
state in the country has made such won- 
derful progress in cotton manufacture as 
this state, since 1874, when the hours of 
labor were reduced to ten hours daily. 
Carroll D. Wright says that Massachu- 
setts made a gain in spindles between 1870 
and 1880 of 1,517,236, and 30,741 locma. 

“Tf the cotton trade is leaving Massa- 
chusetts, as some persons wish to impress 
upon the committee, how can you account 
for the great increase in spindles and 
loorrs? In 1880 there were 4.236,084 spindles 
in the state, The latest returns show 7,160,- 
$30. or an increase of 2,854,396 in the past 
fourteen years. Fall River, at the passage 
of the ten-hour law, in 1874, had in its fac- 
tcries 1,258,508, and it has now about 2,700,- 
000. New England has 70 per cent of the 
spircles of the country, 

“The south today has 3% mills stripped 
for sale in receivers’ hands, It would be 
diificult to find three idle cotton mills in 
Massachusetts, 

Labor Legislation. 

“As fast as skilled laborers get to the 
south you will hear the petition for just 
such labor legislation as the people of 
Massachusetts have sought during the past 
few years. There are but few using that 
ibugbear of ‘southern competition.’ It 
has been stated that raw cotton is taken by 
southern railroads as fifth-class freight, 
while northern railroads take it as only 
second or third-class freight. This state- 
ment is erroneous, since cotton is not only 
shipped from the south to Massachusetts, 
and presumahly to all New England as 
fifth-class, but it can be reshipped from one 
point to another in New England in car- 
load lots as fifth-cliass freight. Something 
has also been said about coal, The two 
states which are recognized as the most 
progressive in the south are thie Carolinas, 
Investigation has shown that the Carolinas 
are as far from the coal flelds as the manu- 
facturers of Massachusetts, and, what is 
more, the facilities for its transportation 
are greater here, since we are not dependent 
merely on the steam railroads, but have the 
seaboard. 

*‘Now, the mills in the so-called Piedmont 
district in the south are situated in a cot- 
ton belt in which is raised cotton suitable 
only for coarse goods and yarns, and unfit 
for the product of the average Massachu- 
setts mills. I think statistics show that 
Massachusetts has, in reality, little to fear 
from the competition of the south.’’ 

“I believe that every step that is taken 
in the interests of the employe to lighten 
his burden will return something to the 
manufacturer and the state. Massachu- 
setts manufacturers have always in the 
past, and will be in the future, competent, 
owing to the skill and intelligence of their 
operatives, to hold their own against all 
competitors. In proof of this, since the 
passage of the ten-hour law we have seen 
great factories built, large fortunes made 
and h families multiplied. I believe that 
todawW Aassachusetts is raising a class of 
mechanics who are destined to become a 
source of strength to and the prop and 
mainstay of our American republic.” 

Bat It Has. 

Representative Ross, of New Bedford, 
thought. that the small increase in the 
number of mills in the south during forty 
years was a strong proof that New Eng- 
land, and especially Massachusetts, had 
nothing to fear from her competition. La- 
bor legislation had nothing to do with the 
removal of any textile corporations. The 
same legislation was even now being sought 
in the Carolinas. 

Mr. Ross said he knew that a Chicago 
company, which had been granted per- 
mission to build in the south, had gone 
directly to Alabama, where there is an 
eight-hour labor law. He failed to see any 
inducement to go south eacept to make 
coarse goods, which do not compete with 
the mills of this state to any extent, as 
most of the work done here is of a finer 
grade. 

“In the south,” said Mr. Ross, “taking 
the thirteen states, there are less smal! 
spindles than in one large corporation in 
New Bedford. This talk of an increase 
there is not borne out by facts. In 18% 
the south increased its business more than 
the north, it is true, but there was very 
little increase by either. The tariff agita- 
tion affected our fine goods for export 
more than it did the coarse southern goods, 
and that is why we lost ground. In 188 
the south had 150 manufactories and there 
are only 239 now.” 

The speaker also claimed it costs $21 per 
spindle to build a southern mill, while in 
this state it costs but $13. One operative 
runs forty spindles there while here there 

fs only one to eight spindles.

REVOLUTION IN CUBA, 


Headed ‘by the Wealthiest Resident—It Is 
Nearly ~uppressed. 

New York, February 27.—The Herald's 
Special from Havana says: “News has” 
reached here of the attempt of the insur- 
gents to overthrow the government. The. 
rebels at Guatanamao, under the leadef ~ 
Ship of Henry Brooks, who is the wealthiest 
resident of Santiago de Cuba, had an em- 
counter with the government troops near 
Santa Ceila. Three prisoners were captur- 
ed, and the rest of the insurgent force fled © 
to the woods, 

“In the engagement at Ybarra,:- near Ma- 
tanzas, two of the rebels were killed and 
many wounded. They also lost fourteen ~ 
rifles and a large amount of ammunition, 
They are now surrounded in the woods near 
the Ignatia plantation. It is expected they 
will be captured. Manuel Garcia, the not- 
ed revolutionary leader, was in the vicin- 


ity of Agaacate, with sixteen adherentsand

Although twenty-four rebellious persons 
were recently executed in Cuba, the fact 
is not looked upon as showing any wide- 
spread revolutionary feeling. The govern- 
ment is of the belief that reforms lately 
applied in Cuba will prevent any such re- 
volts as have formerly occurred on the 
island. :

Sundry Civil Bill Passes the

Mr. Berry, @ democrat, of Arkansas, had 
proposed an amendment to make the figure 
$120,000. The discussion of that question 
occupied nearly two hours, and the ques- 
tion was finally decided in favor of the 
committee—30 to .25. 
Sugar Bounty Amendment. 

The next amendment occupied practically 
the rest of the day’s session, and was de- 
cided only at the moment of taking a re- 
cess. This was the proposition to pay to 
the sugar producers of the United States 
the full bounty up to August, 1894, when 
the new tariff bill went into effect—8-10 of 
@ cent per pound bounty on all sugars above 
80 per cent polari@cope test, produced up 
to June 30, 1895. Variotis side issues were 
raised. One was a proposition by Mr. Mc- 
Laurin,, of Mississippi, who was opposed 
to the bounty, to pay it, if paid at all, in 
silver coin; one by Mr. Wolcott, republican, 
of Colorado, to purchase 4,000,000 ounces 
of silver for eight months and to coin it 
from time to time; one by Mr. Mitchell, 
republican, of Oregon, to pay a bounty of 
5 cents per pound on wool grown in the 
United States, and one by Mr. Hoar, re- 
publican, of Massachusetts, to make an 
exception against the sugar cane producers 
of Louisiana, on the ground that their sen- 
ators, by voting for the tariff act of 1894, 
rejected and repudiated the sugar bounty. 

All these side issues were either ruled 
out as not in order, or were voted down, 
and then the question was taken squarely 
on the committee amendment. The first 
clause of it—for the bounty up to August, 
1894—was agreed to, yeas 46, nays 20; and 
the second clause for bounty for the year 
up to June 30, 1895, was agreed to—yeas 36, 
nays 25. 

An amendment was also agreed to, on 
motion of Mr. Frye, republican, of Maine, 
providing a retired list for officers of the 
revenue cutter service. This was declared 
to be in order—46 to 13—and was then 
adopted without a division. 

The house joint resolution in reference 
to the Mexican free zone—suspending the 
operation of the law permitting the trans- 
portation of merchandise in bond through 
the United States to the free zone between 
Laredo, Tex., and the Pacific ocean—was 
reported and passed, with an amendment 
striking out the words ‘‘between Laredo 
and the Pacific ocean,’’ and a conference 
was asked on the disagreeing votes. 

Mr. Voorhees, chairman of the finance 
committee, reported back a substitute for 
the resolution offered last Saturday by Mr. 
Wolcett, and referred to that committee. 
it provides that whenever the president of 
the United States shall determine that this 
government shall be represented in any 
international conference to be called with 
&@ view to secure international fixity of 
relative value between gold and silver as 
money by means of a common ratio be- 
tween the metals, with free mintage at 
such ratio, the United States shall be rep- 
resented at such conference by nine dele- 
gates, three to be appointed by the presi- 
dent, three members of the senate, and 
three members of the house of representa- 
tives, the president to fill any vacarcies, 
and appropriating $100,000 to cover com- 
pensation and expenses of delegates and 
the proportion to be paid by the United 
States of the joint expenses of the confer- 
ence. 

Mr. Voorhees said that it would be of- 
fered as an amendment to the sundry civil 
appropriation bill, and remarked that the 
three senators should be appointed before 
the adjournment next Monday. 

A Petition from New Orleans. 

In the course of the debate on the sugar 
bounty paragraph, Mr. Allison sent to the 
clerk’s desk and had read a telegram re- 
ceived by him from bankers, mercantile 
concerns, manufacturing concerns and the 
exchanges of New Orieans, asking for the 
adoption of the amendment granting a por- 
tion of the sugar bounty. The petitioners 
Say that they and similar establishments 
in other cities were creditors to the sugar 
producers in a large amount, being in- 
auced to adivance money to them trusting 
in the policy and laws of the United 
States, and asking for the adoption of 
the amendment in order to save the sugar 
growers and others from commercial ruin.

NATIONAL BOARD OF ARBITRATION. 


The Bill Discussed, Amended 
Passed by the House. 


Washington, February 26.—Labor had Its 
innings in the house today with the result 
that an arbitration bill, recommended by 
the Maders of all of the railway labor or- 
ganizations in the country; by Carrol) D. 
Wright, thé commissioner of labor; and 
drawn in part by Attorney General Olney, 
was sent to the senate for its action. The 
bill was reported from the committee on 
labor by Mr. Erdman, democrat of Penn- 
Sylvania, who explained its provisions in 
a brief statement to the house and an- 
swered questions that were put to him by 
Various members with regard to its prac- 
tical operation. The bil provides for the 
appointment of a board of arbitration of 
three persons to decide ail controversies 
between common carriers engaged in inter- 
state cominerce, and makes the award of 
the board enforceable in the United States 
courts, acting as courts of equity. It was 
Stated by Mr. Erdman that in order to make 
the award effective, the various labor or- 
ganizations interested had agreed to be- 
come incorporated concerns, and as such 
subject to liability for damage for failure 
to carry out the terms of the award, The 
bill was advocated by Mr. Hepburn, repub- 
lican, of lowa, and various members of 
the committee on labor, and was opposed 
by Mr. Bartlett, democrat, of New York, 
and Mr. Van Voorhis, republican, of New 
York. The oppposition however, was in- 
effective, and after being slightly amended 
in committee of the whole, the bill was 
reported to the house with favorable re- 
commendation and passed without a div- 
ision, 

A bill was also passed authorizing the 
bureau of labor to issue bimonthly bulle- 
tins, in editions of ten thousand each, 
upon subjects investigated by the bureau. 

A senate joint resolution was agreed to 
admitting free of duty articies imported 
for exhibition at the exp@sition to be heid 
in Baitimore, in 1897, in celebration of the 
centennial of the incorporation of the 
city. _ 

Mr. Catchings reported from the commit- 
tee on rules an order setting apart today’s

A HORRIBLE MURDER. 


A Supposed Natural Death Results in 
nm Sensation. 

Albany, Ga., February 26.—Special.)—A 
special to The Herald from Tifton says: A 
most horrible as well as sensational mur- 
der case has developed over the line in 
Worth county, four miles south of Ty- 
Ty. 

On the morning of February 12th, the 
neighbors of a white man named Barton, 
who moved from Cycloneta to Mr, James 
Whaley’s place last January, were informed 
that his wife had diced suddenly the night 
before. He said that he was awakened by 
the crying of their infant child, and got 
up and built a fire. On going to his wife's 
bedside he found her dead. 

The neighbors came in, and the corpse 
was buried, without any examination of 
the body being made. While the women 
were preparing the body for buria! Barton 
refused to leave the room, and insisted 
that the usual ablutions were unnecessary 
and that only the face and hands and 
feet be washed. He ajso asked one cf the 
women if she did not think the neck of the 
corpse was swollen, and remarked that 
his wife had had a very large neck. It 
was also noticed, in placing the body in 
the coffin, that the neck was perfectly 
limber while the rest of the body was cold 
and rigid. 

All. these circumstances combined, to- 
gether with the fact that the couple were 
strangers in the neighbornuood, and lived 
very secluded, led to a good deal of talk 
after the funeral, resulting in a coroner's 
inquest, and a postmortem examination 
last Saturday. 

The corpse was disinterred and the ex- 
amination held. It was conducted by Dr. 
Farmer, of this place, and the plain im- 
prints of thumbs and fingers were found 
on the woman's throat, as if it had been 
grasped by both hands, The blood had 
coagulated beneath these, showing violence 
sufficient to prove fatal. An examination 
of the stomach and the rest of the body 
disclosed it in a perfectly healthy condi- 
tion with no ‘apparent cause of death. 

The facts as to Barton’s conduct as al- 
ready stated, were testified to at the in- 
quest and the jury found a verdict of mur- 
der against him. :

STONES THROWN THROUGH WINDOWS

Savannah, Ga., February 26.—Savannah 
escaped a riot tonight through the inter- 
vention of the military. The trouble was 
precipitated by ex-Priest Joseph Slattery’s 
lecture on the Roman Catholic priesthood. 
lor several days efforts have been made 
by members of the Ancient Order of Hiber- 
nians to revoKe the ex-priest’s permit to 
deliver the lecture, but the mayor, upon 
legal advice, replied that it could not be 
done. Threats were openly made against 
the lecturer, and the chief of police and.a 
detail of officers were ordered on duty at 
the Masonic temple, Liberty and Whittaker 
streets, where the lecture was to be de- 
livered, 

The lecture contained no offensive lan- 
guage until the crowd which gathered on 
the outside began to hurl stones through 
the window and among the audience. The 
polite ordered {fie trowd to disperse. It re- 
fused to do so and kept shouting and jeer- 
ing. 

The mayor was notified, and after a con- 
Sultation with the chief of police, decided to 
order out the military. The riot alarm was 
Sent in and in half an hour eight compan- 
ies of infantry and a troop of cavalry, dis- 
mounted, were on the scene. The lecture 
was over by the time the military arrived, 
and most of the audience had left the hall. 
A detatl of mounted police stood guard at 
the entrance. The crowd numbered 2,000 by 
this time, largely spectators. A portion of 
it kept yelling and hurling bricks at the 
windows of the hall where the ex-priest 
was. <A few shots were fire in the air by 
the rioters but no one was hurt.

WAS SIMPLY A JOKE 


A College Paper Pokes Fon at the 
Library. 


NOT RELISHED BY THE FACULTY 


The University Students Agreed to Leave 
If Keen Was Expelled, but a Satis- 
factory Compromise Is Reached. 


Athens, Ga., February 26.—(Special.)—The 
University of Georgia is rather stirred up 
just now over a certain case of discipline. 
Mr. Frank C. Keen, editor in chief of The 
Red and Black, published a few weeks ago 
an article contributed by a certain person, 
but for which he stands responsible. It 
was a burlesque on “Library Rules,’’ and 
was in part as follows: 

Library Kuoles. 

“Rule 1—This library shall be. named, 
called, termed, known and otherwise de- 
nominated as the library of the librarian 
of the University of Georgia. 

“Rule 2.—No student is allowed to move 
about in this library. 

“Rule 3.—This said Mbrary of the libra- 
rian of the University of Georgia shall be 
open from 10:55 o’clock a. m. until 11 o’clock 
a. m., and from 3:47 o’clock p. m. to 4 
o'clock p. m., unless a funeral, wedding, 
sewing society, prayer meeting or recep- 
tion takes place -out in town, in which 
event it will be closed. 

“Rule 4.—There shall be no whispering 
in the library. 

“Rule 5.—This library of the Hbrarian of 
the University of Georgia shall not be 
opened in case of rain, snow, hail, clouds, 
Sleet or fog. 

“Rule 6.—There 
the library. 


must be no talking in 


“Rule 7.—Students will take notice that 
the heat radiated from the stove is the 
property of the university, and under the 
direction and supervision of the librarian. 
Any student approaching the same with a 
view to personal caloric aggrandizement 
without written permission, will be punc- 
tured by six Knitting needles and thereafter 
expelled. 

“Rule 8.—Under no circumstances will 
smoking on the part of any student be al- 
lowed. The stove has a monopoly, and 
there shall be no competition. 

“Rule 9.—There shall be no reading in 
the library.” 

The article met with disfavor among the 
faculty, and a committee was appointed 
to see Mr. Keen. Mr. Keen explained to 
them that the article was simply a bur- 
lesque and published as a joke, and as an 
evidence of good faith in what he said, 
the next issue of The Red and Black con- 
tained the following editorial apology: 

“The Red and Black regrets that the 
publication last week of the article on 
‘Library Rules’ should have offended any 
of the officials of the university. The arti- 
cle in question was given the editor in 
chief and received by him merely as a 
humorous piece. 

“The Red and 
ished none but the 


Black has always cher- 
kindest of feelings for 
all the officials of the university. It h-s 
been especially the desire of the present 
management to bring nearer together the 
Officials of the college and the student 
body.”’ 

This did not end the matter. Today the 
intelligence was received by Mr. Keen 
that the faculty was eonsidering the ques- 
tion of expelling him from college. 

A large meeting of the student body was 
held and the following resolutions were 
passed: 

“Whereas, We have been informed from 
credible authority that the faculty have 
taken exceptions to a certain article en- 
titled ‘Library Rules,’ recently appearing 
in The Red and Black, and in consequence 
thereof are contemplating requesting the 
resignation of the editor in caief and sup- 
pressing the paper itself; and, 

“Whereas, The said article was intended 
simply as a harmless burlesque, and an 
ample apology has been rendered for any 
wounded feelings that it may have caused; 
and, 

‘“‘Whereas, lastly, It is our firm and abid- 
ing conviction that such severe measures 
as indicated above are not at all warranted 
by the facts in the case, therefore, be it 

“Resolved, by the students of the Univer- 
sity of Georgia in mass meeting assem- 
bied, That we hereby enter our most ¢f09'- 
emn protest against any such action and 
that we hereby most earnestly and respect- 
fully petition the faculty to refrain from 
passing these drastic messures,”’ 

Mr. Keen himself wrote a letter on this 
line to the faculty concerning his case. 

The faculty decided to have Keen with- 
draw from the paper. This he will do, and 
there the matter drops. 

The college boys had already made up 
their minds in most cases to stand by their 
college mate, and agreed that if he was re- 
quested to withdraw from college that 
they would go with him.

As to the present attitude of the Brit- 
ish government, we have at hand the 
latest utterance of Sir William Har- 
court, one of the leaders of the liberal 
party.

“I do not want high- 
er prices,” he said. “In my opinion 
the cheapness of commodities his been 
40 infinite blessing to the great mass 
of the people of this cauntry.” He ad- 
ded that the attempt to raise upon the 
people of Great Britain the price 
of their bread and the price of 
their clothes was the deepest error into 
Which a politician could possibly fall. 

In other words, the American people, 
by cheapening their own products and 
lowering their own high standard of 
wages, have made an addition to the 
wages of the pauper labor of Great Brit- 
ain that is an infinite blessing to the 
mass of the people of that country. 
Great Britain has, in fact, ameliorated 
the condition of her own workingmen 
by bribing or influencing our own peo- 
ple to reduce the price of their cotton 
and their wheat below the cost of pro- 
duction. The wages of our own work- 
ingmen are falling and will continue to 
fall, and the people of this country will 
soon find themselves in a: worse condi- 
tion than those of Great Britain ever 
were, for they have never been bred to 
the unhappy condition produced by low 
prices and low wages. 

We have not a word of complaint 
against Great Britain as the author and 
prime cause of our troubles. Her lead- 
ers and politicians have been acting 
with an eye single to the interests of 
their own people. But what is to be 
said of the American politicians who 
have joined with Great Britain in this 
disastrous raid on American prosperity? 


They Should Be Warned! 
The following dispatch was printed 
in The Constitution of yesterday: 
Meridian, Miss., February 25.—(Special.)— 
Five carloads of negroes from Georgia 
passed thrdé@gh this city last night en 
route to Mexico, where they are going to 
farm. While the train was at the depot 
here one of the number, a woman, fell 
dead of heart disease. The party was in 
charge of a colored immigration agent, 
who, it is said, persuaded these negroes to 
give up their farms and homes in Georgia 
to follow him. 
The movement to deport the negroes 


into Mexico is one of the most indefen- 
sible outrages ever perpetrated upon au 
ignorant people, and it is one which the 
natural leaders of the negro race should 
expose at ounce. 

The negro, wherever placed, is a la- 
borer. No matter what inducements for 
improvement may be ahead of him, he 
will remain a laborer—a tiller of the 
soil. Notwithstanding the gilt-edge 
promises made by the Mexican coloni- 
zation agents, the negro will be there 
a laborer just as he is here. 

But there is one thing that the negro 
does not know, and which the coloniza- 
tion agents keep concealed from him— 
that a system of peonage. exists in Mex- 
ico from which there is no escape. This 
peonage does not exist in direct terms, 
but by operation of the laws of debtor 
and creditor. A laborer cannot quit the 
service of an employer to whom he is 
in debt, but must continue to work on 
until the debt is paid. As the negro 
is improvident, always in debt and his 
employer is his bookkeeper, he will find 
himself in a slavery worse than he has 
ever dreamed of. 

Genuine slavery carries with it the 
care of the slave, as well as the earn- 
ings of his labor. Peonage takes no 
care of the victim, but extorts all the 
labor possible, and then throws him out 
like a dead dog. To entice the negroes 
of the south from a country where their 
rights of person and property sare pro- 
tected, and whose laws they understand, 
to one where the practical slavery of 
the agricultural classes exists is little 
less than a crime against an ignorant 
people. 


The Stifling Process. 

Already the cuckoo organs, which 
profess to favor the re-establishment of 
the use of silver as money through in- 
ternational agreement, are at work dig- 
ging a pitfall for that plan. 

To those who have kept track of 
President Cleveland’s devious ways, it 
is known that the answer to the demand 
for substitute legislation for the Sher- 
man act was: “Mr. Cleveland wants 
one thing ata time. He is the friend of 
silver, and as soon as the Sherman act 
is repealed, he will make that evident 
to the satisfaction of the most pro- 
nounced silver man.” 

It was this specious promise that 
caught Senator Gordon, of Georgia, 
who went to Washington and voted for 
unconditional repeal, trusting to the 
president on the promise of “one thing 
at a time.” How that promise has been 
kept is now a nursery tale. 

The excuse upon which this breaking 
of promises was justified was that the 
president preferred that the remonetiza- 
tion of silver should come from an in- 
ternational conference—something at 
The 
action of the German reichstag, how- 
ever, to the chagrin of the goldbug con- 
spirators, has made the conference idea 


@ practical question, and now the friends 


choke that off. 

The other day, in view of the proba- 
bility of such a conference, Senator 
Wolcott introduced a bill in the senate 
to provide for the appointment of nine 
delegates to such conference, three to 
be appointed by the president, three by 
the senate and three by the house. 

This mode of selection is being fought 
by the cuckoo journals who, no doubt, 
have received the tip. A delegation se- 
lected under Senator Wolcott’s plan 
would consist of six genuine friends of 
silver and three enemies of silver— 
three men whose expiring groans would 
be, “gold! gold!’ These officially in- 
spired organs of the white house declare 
that the entire list should be appointed 
by the president. 

That would mean a repetition of the 
gimme played at the special session of 
cougress. As soon as the Sherman act 
was repealed the door was closed 
against silver. As soon as President 
Clevyeland’s brand of delegates should 
trke their seats in an international con- 
ference, they would be found to be but 
the agents of the Rothschilds, and their 
votes would be cast-against silver.

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A Remarkable Statement. 

‘That was «a remarkable statement 
made by Councilman Bell, in the citi- 
zeus’ meeting of yesterday, Which illus- 
irates the methods by which certain 
lawyers lend themselves to the promo- 
tion and creation of litigation. 

“T was astonished,” said he “when I 
read my name in the list of litigants 
igainst the East Tennessee. 1 do re- 
member that five or six years ago I was 
approached by a certain lawyer, who 
said that he had some suits, and that 
I had some interests which might be 
joined to them.” 

Thus it appears that the name of 
Councilman Bell was used as a plain- 
tiff in a damage suit which he did not 
seck:; that his name was so used by a 
lawyer who was “drumming” up busi- 
ness, and that even now, if every such 
plaintiff was to withdraw his case, the 
railroad company would still be called 
upon to pay frem $10,000 to $20,000 
lawyers’ fees—for what? 

it is this class of drummed-up litiga- 
tion against corporations and individ- 
uals that discourages industry and en- 
lerprise. The point has been reached 
Where bo man can seriously meditate 
the establishment of business without 
providing a sum for the payment of 
lawyers’ in troublesome  prelimi- 
nary litigation. The protest of Mr. W. 
t’. Hill against mass meetings of citi- 
zens interfering with litigation, would 
have been more complete if he had ac- 
eompanied it with a denunciation of that 
phase of attorneyship which drums up 
litigation. 

Altogether, the statement of Council- 
man Bell is suggestive. 
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Foreigners Dictating Our Financial 
Policy. 

It is interesting to know whether the 
financial policy this administration 
is its gwn or whether it is dictated and 
directed from abroad. It could not very 
well be worse; but whether good, bad 
or indifferent, there would be a kind of 
satisfaction in feeling that the admin- 
istration was, in respect to foreign 
countries at least, a free agent and not 
obeying orders from Lombard street. 

Now that the credit of this country 
has withstood the awful blow aimed 
at it by those entrusted with its main- 
tenance and preservation, amply dem- 
onstrated by bids for the new loan to 
from ten to thirteen times the amount 
solicited, our London friends have taken 
a new tack. The Statist says that fur- 
ther loans will soon be necessary; that 
if the president refuses to borrow and 
the congress to act, gold will go to a 
premium and disappear, and that “the 
true remedy for the currency crisis is a 
loan to call in and cancel the green- 
backs.” 

The Economist, after stating that “if 
the United States government had ap- 
pealed to the investors direct, they 
would have realized to their own ad- 
vantage something of the high price 
which the loan obtains,’ declared that 
“Mr. Cleveland underrated the credit 
of the United States, but it will be his 
duty, nevertheless to summon a session 
of the new congress as soon as possi- 
ble.” And now come The Times, the 
great Thunderer, to tell us what it 
knows, and here is its comment: 

“The success of the loan ought to blind 
nobody to the fact that it was a neces- 
sary expedient to gain time to execute 
reform. It is not a reform in itself. It 
is, no more than previous loans, a per- 
manent remedy, and the few months’ 
security now assured to the treasury 
should be used to place the currency on 
a sound basis. For this the withdrawal 
of a large part, if not all, the outstand- 
ing greenbacks is an essential prelim- 
inary.” 

Was there ever more impertinence and 
assurance than this? The impertinence 
of intermeddling and the assurance that 
we will submit to it. lmagine some of 
us here calling upon Lord Rosebery to 
summon parliament in special session 
to cancel the issues of’ the Bank of 
England, and the blistering comment 
of the British press at the astounding 
impudence of our newspapers in pre- 
Suming to suggest, let alone demand, a 
“reform of the financial policy of their 
government.” 

Would we blame these representatives 
of British opinion? Are not these peo- 
ple absolutely independent in all mat- 
ters respecting public policies? Were 
they ever Known to seek advice or per- 
mit interference with their financial or 
revenue or any other policies? Did they 
ever attend an international conference 
without saying: “Here we are; come to 
us?” Are not we as independent as 
they are? 

It is about time that we should con- 
sult our interests first, and do what we 
please with our own. There was mighty 
little use in separating from Great Brit- 
ain because she wanted to tax us with- 
out our consent if we now allow her to 
regulate our financial policy and control

CURRENT COMMENT. 


Since 1885 there have been 40,882 divorces 
granted in France, 28,492 of which were 
sought by the wives and 17,330 by the hus- 
bands.

With the wholesale making of butter 
there thas almost disappeared from this 
market the old-fashioned print butter, an 
inverted golden frustrum of a cone bearing 
upon its upper end the imprint of the do- 
mestic maker, a cow, a sheaf of wheat, 
a large four-leaved clover, and the like. 
Butter now comes in rolls or in tubs, and 
it is only the country housewife that keeps 
the old-fashioned wooden contrivance for 
printing butter. 


Private oyster beds in the upper Virginia 
waters of the Chesapeake have been suc- 
cessfully protected against oyster thieves 
by a simple but ingenious device. The 
Owner of the beds, sixteen acres in area, 
crossed them in two directions with five- 
eights-inch wire secured to posts 
the point of intersection. Voth wires 
and posts are invisible, even at low tide. 
The oyster pirate that attacks the beds is 
sure, sooner or later, to lose his dredge 
by having it entangled in the wire, and 
thefts are rare. 


A trick of Canadian girls to keep the 
hands warm in severe weather is worth 
noting. They heat a number of silver dol- 
lars and slip them into a netted purse, 
carrying the latter in their muffs. The 
coins, treated in this way, retain the heat 
for several hours, and can be utilized thrust 
inside the dress to protect the chest or 
put about the throat, or applied almost 
anywhere about the body where the cold 
is most felt, 


There will be no mourners in Washing- 
ton among the newspaper correspondents 
at the political funeral of Senator Dolph. 
Dolph will be remembered here chiefly for 
the fact that he led the senate in the cru- 
sade against the newspaper men that 
has resulted in the indictment of a few in- 
dividuals who refused to tell “‘the honor- 
able, the senate,’”’ where they got informa- 
tion published in the newspapers. There 
had been, in the spring of 1892, frequent 
and full reports of executive sessions 
of the senate. Dolph entertained, or pre- 
tended to entertain, the belief that the 
newspaper correspondents crept into the 
ventilators or over the roof of the senate 
chamber, or listned at the keyholes of the 
closed room to hear what was said, or got 
tips from employes of the senate. The cor. 
respondents who were before Dolph’s com- 
mittee of investigation could have told 
him that they derived all their informa. 
tion about executive sessions from the 
senators who participated in them, if they 
had chosen to do so, and could have named 
the senators, but they did not offer to do 
this. James Rankin Young, once the chief 
executive clerk of the senate, will derive 
some satisfaction from the outcome of the 
Oregon election. Mr. Dolph, on April 11, 
1892, voted with twenty-nine other senators 
to dismiss Mr. Young from a place he had 
held honorably for many years, which he 
had not forfeited by any misconduct. He 
was accused of revealing the secrets of the 
senate, and opportunity to make a defense 
was denied him, and Dolph voted with the 
majority that vacated his office. It was a 
disgraceful proceeding, unworthy of the 
senate or of any decent body of men. 
Dolph was one of the men who made 
Young a scapegoat for the leakiness of sen- 
ators. Mr. Young had many warm friends 
in the senate at the time, and a host of 
friends out of it. He has them yet. Those 
who voted against the majority which 
Dolph helped to make still hold Young in 
high respect. He is now a live newspaper 
man; Dolph is a dead senator, or will be 
in a few days.

engaged upon it both white and negro 
workmen, who day in and day out work 
side by side in the utmost friendliness— 
and yet with no thought of social equality, 
The negro would not think of calling in a 
social way on Sunday at the bome of 


the white man by whose aide he works all | 


the week, nor would such a thought enter 
the mind of the white man, Each has his 
own social world, and neither feels it any 
deprivation that they do not intermingle. 
In the field of labor their vocations bring 
them together, when the day’s work is 
ended, each goes his way back into his 
own world that the other cannot enter, and 
does not desire to enter. 


Savannah News: Tne black man is coming 
to the front in the south as a contractor and 
builder. One of the exposition buildings at 
Atlanta will be erected by a black contrac- 
tor, and next week a black contractor will 
put hands to work upon the brick work of 
a large cotton factory now being erected 
at Columbia, 8S.

SILVER IN GEORGIA. 


Danielsville Monitor: Silver is bound to 
be the issue in the next presidential cam- 
paign. It is a question of vital importance 
to the south and west, and it seems that 
they will unite in fighting it out on this 
line.

| CALLED T0 ROME 


Bishop Becker Is on a Visit to the Pope, 
. It Being His First Visit. 


HE MAY BECOME AN ARCHBISHOP 


In That Event Father B. J. Keiley Will 
Become the Bishop o! a New Diocese 
with Headquarters in Atlanta. 


Bishop Becker, of the diocese of Savan- 
nah, Ga., is on a visit to the pope of Rome, 
and the speculations that have risen in the 
wake of his departure make it well nigh 
certain that the bishop has crossed the 
Atlantic to hear the glad news of his pro- 
motion. 

The bishop was consecrated nearly twen- 
ty-seven years ago, but he has never been 
to Rome, after the custom ‘that is common 
among the bishops, to visit the pope, and 
for this reason his departure is ail the 
more significant. 

It is the opinion of quite a large num- 
ber of the clergy that a new province will 
We created out of the province of Balti- 
more, and that Bishop Becker will be elect- 
ed to the archbishopric, with his seat in 
Savannah. 

In that case, Atlanta will be the seat of 
@ new diocese, with Rev. B. J. Keiley as 
bishop. 

At the last meeting of the bishops of 
the Baltimore province, which was held in 
Savannah, this subject was broached and 
received favoralde attention from those 
present. 

Bishop Becker belongs to the senior class 
of the hierarchy of the Catholic church, 
having been created a bishop at the same 
time that Cardinal Gibbons received his 
mitre. 
probable successor to the arcni-episcopal 
see of Baltimore, in which event he would 
probably have been made a cardinal. The 
prominence which he has attained in the 
hierarchy, and the growing importance of 
his diocese, have given rise to the expecta- 
tions of those interested, that another slice 
will be clipped off of the see of Baltimore, 
und that Bishop Becker will be promoted, 
says The New York Times. 

The province of Baltimore originally in- 
cluded all the stutes in the union .nd re- 
mained undivided until 1346. Since that 
time it has been subdivided a number of 
times, until now there appertains to it only 
Maryland, Virginia, West, Virginia, Geor- 
gia, North and South Carolina, Florida and 
Delaware. It is expected that if the prov- 
ince of Savannah is created, it will include 
as its suffragan sees those of Charleston, 
S. C.; Wilmington, N. C., and St. Augus- 
tine, Fla. This wou!d leave to the Baltl- 
more archdiocese only those vf Wilmington, 
L.; Richmond, Va., and Wheeling, W. 
Va. The fact of Bishop Becker's long as- 
sociation with and indirect rivairy to Car- 
dinal Gibbons makes it very probable that 
the pope will see fit to elevate him to the 
a Sishop Becker's association with Cardinal 
Gibbons began at the cathedral in Balti- 
inore when they were both but priests, and 
before this country had a cardinal. bather 
Becker, as he was then called, was abcut 
thirty-two years old. He had originally 
been a Presbyterian, but while on a Visit 
to Rome hadi become so impressed with the 
services of the Catholic church that he 
joined it and entered the Propaganda col- 
lege, in Rome, to study for the priesthood. 
He was ordained by Cardinal Patriza in 
1862, and returned fo this country and took 
charge of a mission at Martinsburg, W. 
Va. He was soon removed to Baltimore, 
where he became sccretary to Archwvishop 
spaiding. At the time of his consecration 
as a bishop he was assistant to Bishep 
McGill, at St. Peter’s cathedral, Rich- 
mond,. Va. Father Becker had been suc- 
ceeded as Secretary to Archbishop Spalding 
by Father Gibbons, In 1863. On August 16, 
1368, they were both consecrated bishops. 
Bishop Becker was given the new diocese 
of Wilmington, Wel., and Bishop Gibbons 
that of North Carolina. At this time Bish- 
op Becker had apparently the best claim 
for preferment, for, whilé the diocese of 
Wilmington was new, it was opulent, the 
diocese of North Carolina, on the other 
hand, being very poor. Indeed, it is said 
that there were at that time only seven 
Catholic priests in the state of North Caro- 
lina. Archbishop Spalding showed no prefs, 
erence, but installed them on 6uccessive 
Sundays, one at Wilmington, Del., and the 
otner at Wilmington, N. C., 

In October, 1869, the pope summoned the 
ecumenical council of the vatican and Arch- 
bishop Spalding took with him Bishop Gib- 

bons, while Bishop Becker remained at 
home to administer in the absence of the 
archbishop, Thus, for the space of a year, 
Bishop Becker had charge of the religious 
services of the see of Baltimore, and the 
impression became current that at some 
future time he would be made the archbish- 
op. From the return of Archbishop Spald- 
ing, in 1870, until his death, in 1872, Bishop 
Becker was called upon frequently to as- 
sist him, and was present at his death. 
Bishop Gibbons was at this time in Rich- 
mond, Va,, where he had gone to assist and 
afterwards succeed Bishop McGill, retain- 
ing at the same time the see of North 
Carolina. He kept up his relations with the 
archbishop, however, and on his death was 
a candidate with Bishop Becker for his po- 
sition. To the surprise of all, it was found 
that Archbishop Spalding had obtained from 
Rome the appointment of his personal 
friend, the Right Rev. James Roosevelt 
Bayley, bishop of Newark, N. J., as his 
successor. The installation of Bishop Bay- 
ley as archbishop of Baltimore took place 
in October. 1872. and a week later he in- 
stalled Bishop Gibbons as bishop of Rich- 
mond, The friendship which sprung up be- 
tween the two at that time never cooled, 
and before Archbishop Bayley died he had 
Bishop Gibbons appointed his coadjutor, in 
August, 1877. Two months later Bishon wib- 
bons succeeded him. This closed the friendly 
rivalry between the two bishops, which had 
lasted for over ten years. From that time 
on Bishop Becker has always been of infe- 
rior rank to the cardinal, although it has 
made no difference in their personal rela- 
tions.« 

One of the principal causes why Bishop 
Becker was not chosen instead of Bishop 
Gibbons to succeed Archbishop Bayley was 
the former’s celebrated dispute with the 
Jesuits of thé eastern shore of Maryland, 
In 1871 the Rev, Edward Henchy, S. J.. rec- 
tor of the Queenstown church, in Queen 
Anne’s county, became involvel in a dispute 
with his provincial, the Very Rev, Joseph 
E, Keller, 8 Father Henchy resigned 


from the Jesuits and entered the secular 
priesthood, being retained by Bishop Becker 
at Queenstown, The action of Bishop Beck- 
er in taking sides with Father Henchy 
recipitated trouble with the Jesuits of the 
Sastern Shore of Maryland, and vexatious 
litigation followed, which resulted in an ap- 
peal to Rome. The mattér was finally set- 
tled by the Jesuits resigning all their mis- 
sions and property in the Wilmington dio- 
cese, except those of Cecil county, which 
they still retain, into the hands of Bishop 
te 
n 1876, some years after this tr 

the Jesuits had been finally auttiod Races 
Becker succeeded the Right Rev William 
Henry Gross as bishop of Savannah, the 
latter having been made archbishop of Ore« 
gon. There he made his peace with the Je- 
suits by giving them control of the city of 
Macon. ince his transfer to Savannah, 
Bishop Becker has been in this part of the 
country but few times, not even coming 
to the cardinal’s jubilee in 1893. although a 
suffragan of the province of Baltimore, on 
account of the prevalence of yellow fever 
in Georgia. Bishop Becker is one of the 
most erudite men in the hierarchy, being 
especially noted as a linguist.

SCHOOL MEN CONFER. 


State School Commissioner Glenn Has 
Returned from Cleveland 


AND TALKS OF THE QWORK THERE 


Not Many Southern Men Prescnt, and 
Trere Should Have Been More—WN ext 
Convention Will Be in the South. 


State School Commissioner Glenn has 
many interesting things to say about the 
-§athering of school superintendents recent- 
ly held at Cleveland, O., which the com- 
missioner attended. 

“I had a most delightful visit,” said he, 
“and met many of the most prominent edu- 
Cators of the country, and I believe my 
trip will be of value to the school system 
of Georgia. The department of superin- 
tendence,” he went on to say, “‘is that part 
of the body of the national association 
that initiates and formulates educational 
Sentiment. Its session is, therefore, the 
most valuable meeting, educationally 
Speaking, of the year. The national asso- 
Ciation proper is so large a body, and, 
therefore, as a iuie, 30 unwieldily, that lit- 
tle cpportunity is offered for inaugurating 
Or executing educational plans. The de- 
partment of superintendence is composed 
of the state school commissioners, or, as 
they are called in most of the states, state 
Superintendents of education, and the 
superintendents of the city systems. This 
body of men, therefore, comes in direct

contact with the educational needs of the 


/ COmmoen school sysvem. 


“I was toid by many of the superintend- 
ents at Cleveland that the meeting tnat 


in years, and a meeting that is destined 
to be notable, by reason of the report of 
the committee of fifteen. Tne most notabie 
feature of this report of niteen, im my 
judgment, is that part of it which came 
from the brain of Dr. Wiiliam T. Harris, 
the commissioner of education. I1 would 
not undertake even to summarize the val- 
uable features of Dr. Harris’s work on 
this report, but the teachers who read it 
may expect to see a paper that is sure to 
rank as an American classic on education. 

“You know, perhaps, that there has crept 
into our American education a great Many 
new-fangled ideas that have come to us 
from across the water. Some of these 
ideas that have been adopted by our teuch- 
ers have been wise, and a great many of 
them have been quite otherwise. When 
Dr. Harris read his report, or part of it 
rather, tor he could not read aii of the 
report, it was immediately attacked by a 
humber of young men who were anxious 
to win their epurs. They talked learnedly 
about herbartianism, hegalanism, apper- 
ception, psychology and a lot of other 
‘ologies’ and ‘isms’ that float vaguely about 
in the minds of some of our younger 
teachers; but when Dr. Harris came to 
reply to these attacks on his paper, be- 
cause his paper did not contain endorse- 
ments of some of the wild’ theories, he 
literally demolished the followers of 
tnese foreign creeds. 1 have never seen 
@ man so thoroughly master of an occasion. 
I believe that the effect of Dr. Harris's 
paper will be to stop the invasion of ideas 
that are utterly foreign to American edu- 
cational institutions. Some one remarked, 
after Dr. Harris had taken his seat at 


wieveland, and very pertinently, too, it 
seemed to me, that that was the most in- 
teresting educational hour that America 
had known in fifty years, and that Dr. 
Harris had launched the educational mas- 
terpiece for which America had been wait- 
ing for at least a quarter of a century.” 

“Were there many of the superintendents 
present from the south?’ 

“No, I regret to say, there were very 
few. I suppose the explanation of this lies 
in the fact that, for the most part, our 
superintendents in the south have to pay 
their own expenses at these meetings. This 
is a great mistake. Speaking from my own 
experience, the meeting at Cleveland will 
be unspeakably valuable to me in my work 
among the educators of Georgia. I wish 
every superintendent of schools in the 
state could have been at Cleveland. In 
my judgment, the money spent in sending 
these superintendents to Cleveland would 
have been the most valuable investment 
that the boards of education could have 
made for the schools and the teachers. 
The discussions to which I listened would 
put new inspiration, fresh courage, and 
larger and betier ambition into the life 
of every superintendent of Georgia; and 
all this would naturally redound to a larger 
and better and stronger growth in the 
schools. The only superintendent present 
with me from Georgia was Professor Bond, 
of Athéhs. I am sure he will say with 
me that it would be impossible to estimate 
the value that he derived from that visit 
to Cleveland. So high an estimate is placed 
on the value of these meetings by some of 
the states and cities, that they have passed 
a law vYequiring the superintendents to at- 
tend these meetings, and providing for 
their expenses. I would be glad to see 
such a law passed in Georgia. By the by, 
I heard a great many pleasant things about 
the forceful address of Superintendent Law- 
ton B., Evans, delivered at the Richmond 
meeting last year. There were a good 
many inquiries about him and his work 
in Georgia.

Last Sunday afternoon a marriage cere- 
mony was quietly performed on Capitol 
avenue in this city.

OPENED AN OFFICE. 


The Conductors Making Extensive 
Preparations for Their Convention, 

The Atianta division of the Order of Rail- 
way Conductors is making extensive pre- 
parations ior the entertainment of the dei- 
egates to the annual convention of that or- 
der, which will meet in Atianta during 
May. 

The Atlanta conductors have acommittee 
which has been at work on the matter for 
some time, and several days ago the com- 
mittee decided to appoint a representative 
to take entire charge of the arrangements 
from now until the time of the convention. 

Mr. Mike J. Land, chief conductor of the 
Atianta division, was chosen by the con- 
ductors to take the matter in hand, ana 
he was established in an office on Wall 
street, opposite the union depot, where he 
will be found until after the convention. 

Immediately upon assuming charge of the 
office, Mr. Land began corresponding with 
@ number of railroad companies with the 
view of securing transportation and special 
trains for the large number of visitors who 
will come to Atlanta, and also making ar- 
rangements with the Atlanta hotels for spe- 
cial rates and so forth. 

Among the features of the entertainment 
already completed will be an excursion 
from Atlanta to Augusta, and from thar 
city to Charieston. From Charleston the 
excursion will go to Savannah and from 
the latter city to Jacksonville and St. Au- 
gustine, Fla., returning to Atlanta via Ma- 
con. 

The trip will be made on a special train 


which has generously been promised the 
conductors by the different railroads over 
which they will have to travel. 

The place of holding the convention is 
giving the conductors considerable trouble. 
it being difficult to find a hall large enough 
to accommodate the big crowd of delegates 
and visitors that will be in attendance. Sev- 
eral halls are being considered by the com- 
mittee and Mr. Land, and a decision will 
probably be reached in the Matter at an 
early date, 

There will probably be about 2,000 dele- 
gates and visitors in the city during the 
convention, and to entertain them a large 
sum of money is being raised by the At- 
lanta conductors, 

Mr. E .E. Clarke, grand chief conductor 
of the Order of Railway Conductors, of Ce- 
dar Rapids, lowa, will probably be in At- 
lanta at an early date to complete the ar- 
rangements for printing the proceedings of 
the convention and to employ stenograph- 
ers and other necessary help. 

Mr. Clark was here a month or two ago 
and made some preliminary arrangements 
for the convention, and on his coming vis- 
it, he will complete everything necessary 
to a successful handling of the session.

A NEW CITY HALL.

The Various Propositions fo Erect One to 
Be Considered Tomorrow. 


MR. WELCH CALLS A MEETING 


Three Distinct Propositions Will Be Con- 
sidered by the Committee and 
Some Decision Reacted. 


The committee on public buildings and 
grounds of the city council will meet at 
ll o’clock tomorrow morning for the pur- 
pose of considering the various proposi- 
tions now pending before the committee 
for the erection of a new city hall. 

The committee is making a thorough 
study of the question and’ every proposi- 
tion or suggestion that has been made ia 
reference to a new city hail has been 
looked into by it, with a view of mak- 


an early date that will be favorably con- 
sidered by that body. 

The proposition of Messrs. A. B. Steele 
and F. J. Ansley to erect a building on 
Pryor street, almost adjoining the present 
city hall, to be used as a hotel during the 
exposition, and as a city hall for a term of 
five years afterwards, at an annual rental 
of $5,000, will be considered. The proposi- 
tion gives the city an option on the pur- 
chase of the building at any time during 


the five years. 


What Mr. Grant Will Do. 

Another proposition being considered py 
the committee is one made by Mr. John 
W. Grant to erect a city hall on the cor- 
ner of Hunter and Loyd streets at a cost 
of $40,000 if the city would take a ten-year 
lease on it at a rental of $5,000 per year. 

Mr. Grant agrees to erect the building 
in any manner that might be desired, but 
his proposition has a qualification that if 
the building should cost over $40,000 the 
city must pay 5 per cent interest on the 
additional amount invested. 

To Go It Alone. 

The committee will also consider a reso- 
lution adopted by the council at its last 
meeting authorizing it to secure options 
on tracts of land suitable for the erection 
of a city hall, and to make such recom- 
mendations as the committee saw fit. 

Owing to the financial condition of the 
city, the latter plan of securing the much- 
desired city hall does not appear to be re- 
ceived with much favor, it being argued 
that the city has no money to pay for pub- 
lic improvements already authorized, much 
less going in debt for the large sum that 
would be necessary to buy a lot and erect 
a building on it suitable for a city hall. 

Those Improvement Bonds. 

The finance committee of the city council 
will probably hold a meeting today or to- 
morrow to consider the resolution adopted 
by the council at its last meeting instruct- 
ing the committee to look into the ad- 
visability of issuing thirty-year 4 per cent 


bonds to the amount of $100,000, the pro- 
ceeds to be expended in building the Ala- 
bama street bridge and the Broad street 
bridge, completing the Boys’ High school 
building and making a number of other 
needed public improvements. 

It is not believed around the city hall 
that the finance committee will make @ 
favorable recommendation on the bond 
proposition, there appearing to be a deep- 
rooted sentiment that it would be impossi- 
ble to get a sufficient number of voters te 
Support a bond proposition of any kind. 

One well-known city politician said yes- 
terday, when speaking of the bond proposi- 
tion, that since the recent experiences with — 
bonds in Washington, that no more bonds, 
gold, silver or what not, would be approved 
by the people for many years to come.

FALLING IN RUIN. 


The Fouadatioas of the New Boys’ High 
School Building. 


DESERTED SINCE LAST CHRISTMAS 


The Board of Education Meets Tomorrow 
Afternoon and tbe Matter Will Be 
Discussed—The Board Interested. 


For nearly two months the foundations 
of the new Boys’ High school building, on 
the corner of Gilmer street and Courtland 
avenue, have been deserted by the work- 
men. 

Exposed to the mercy of wind and storm, 
the walls have alrealy commenced to crul- 
ble and if the process of destruction is not 
speedily checked, it will be only a short 
while before they present the appearance 
of an old, dismantled ruin. 

A large amount of gvod material, pur- 
chased to carry on the work last fall, is 
still lying om the ground in the neighbor- 
hood of the lot and the sncw and mud, 
that have colored it by. turns, have not 
improved the quality by any means. 

In the course of two or three weeks the 
basement of the building will be covered 
over with @ carpet of spring weeds and 
then the snakes will creep in and take 
pessession of the building and have things 
toeilr own way. 

The alumni of the Boys’ High school, 
including a large number of the active 
young business men of the city, all feel 
strongly over the matter, as well as the 
beys who are now attending the school. 

Feelings of the Alumni. 

A prominent graduate of the Boys’ High 

school said yesterday afternoon: 


“It seeryygs to me, in view of the work | 


already done by the board of education, 
that the city council might strain a point 
and set aside enough money to complete the 
building. 
could be borrowed for a smaller sum than 
the city will have to pay in rent for the 
building that the boys are now in. It 
costs the city $1,500 a year rental for the 
old medical college building on Edgewood 
avenue and this should be taken into con- 
sideration. If every graduate of the Boys’ 
High school should take the matter in hand 
it would bring such a pressure to bear 
upon the city council as to satisfy that body 
as to the need of prompt action. Since the 
sctool was organized over twenty years 
®g0 the boys have been put either in gar- 
rets, barns or cellars, and I think it is time 
for the alumni of the school to put in a 
word for the old institution.

The board has paid $3,000 on the lot and 
mortgages to the extent of $7,000 have been 
assumed.” 

The superintendent expressed the hope 
trat something might intervene by which 
the building could be erectea this year. 

Captain J. C. Hendrix, the chairman of 
the building committee, is too energetic and 
full of resources to feel discouraged. He 
says that he intends to push the matter 
and to leave no stone unturned until the 
building is completed.

PORT RECEIPTS DOUBLE OF LAST WEEK 


The Stock Market Subjected to Bear Pres- 
sure Yesterday—Sterling Exchange 
Up tothe Gola Exporting Point. 


New York, February 26.—The tendency of 
prices was downward at the stock exchange 
today and at times the pressure from bear- 
ish sources was quite pronounced, Cam- 
mack brokers were more prominent in the 
dealings, and an erstwhile bull on the in- 
dustriais; it was said, has joined forces 
with this contingent. The strength of 
sterling exchange caused some uneaslIness, 
and the traders who were short of the mar- 
ket were endeavoring to create an impres- 
sion that gold will be exported shortly 
as the rates are up to the shipping point. 
It is needless to add that this belief does 
not obtain in banking circles, and not the 
slightest doubt is felt by bankers of the 
ability of the\bond syndicate to carry out 
its contract with the government. The first 
drive was made against Chicago Gas, the 
stock being hammered down nearly two 
points te 68% from the opening, on Chicago 
advices that Attorney General Moloney 
proposes to test the legality of the recent 
changes in the board of directors of the 
subsidiary companies. The granting of 
franchises to two new companies by the 
Chicago common council last night was 
also used against the stock, but late in 
the day, when it was announced that May- 
or Hopkins would veto the ordinances, a 
rally to 714@70% was recorded. Two of the 
Vanderbilt stocks—New York Centrai and 
Northwest—were then taken in hand and 
depressed to 97% for the former and to 8&% 
for the latter, a decline of 1%@1% per cent 
respectively. It was thought that the bulk 
of the selling in these stocks was for the 
short account, The general list lost about

Continue this thing of su- 
ing the road for money and you will send 
those shops to some other city and rob our 
city of many good men. Let it stop; let it 
stop right here, today.”’ (Great applause.)

Mayor King's Speech. 

Mayor Porter King stated that he had 
hesitated about calling the meeting as may- 
or of the city, but when it was brought 
to his consideration by the mechanics at 
the shops and he saw how important the 
matter was to the city, he felt it his duty 
to do so. 

He said he had no word of criticism to 
pass on the men who had brought the 
suits. He believed Lawyer Thomas, the 
attorney who instigated most of the suits, 
was incapable of doing what he thought 
to be wrong, and so were Colonel Broyles. 
another of the lawyers who engaged 
by the litigants, and Mr. Jacob Haas and 
W. 8S. Bell, themselves litigants. He 
thought they had simply got on the wrong 
track and were mistaken about having suf- 
fered any loss by the shops. He said Mr. 
Ed Peters had told him he owned lend out 
there by the shops which he had priced 
£3 1-3 per cent higher since the Southern 
railway’s announcement that it would build 
new shops there. If the shops were reniov- 
ed Mr. Peters had said he would be glad 
to get 50 cents on the dollar for his land. 

Mr. Haas Was Applauded. 

At this point Mr. Jacob Haas, who was 
suing the road in the amount of $3,000, arose 
and said hoe felt that he owed it to himself 
as a citizen of Atlanta to speak on the 
subject before the meeting, as his name 
head been mentiored as one of the litigants. 

“As for myself,’”’ said Mr. Haas, “I have 
already made up my mind to withdraw the 
suit I brought against the railroad. ((Greit 
chetring.) I do this, however, for no rea- 
son on earth save thut I have the welfare 
of Atlanta at heart and want to ses her 
industries thrive. I don’t approve of this 
way of always doing something to injure 
a corporation. We have ourselves alone to 
thank for the downfall of many of the 
south’s greatest railroads, for we have 
just passed through a decade replete with 
adverse litigation and unjust legislation 
which has well nigh ruined our railway 
interests. (Applause.) I believe that my 
property was damagea by the closing of 
the streets at the Southern’s shops, but lI 
am willine—gled to withdraw any hope of 
compensation, since it is to place the wei- 
fare of cur common interests at stake. 
(Much. applause.) I will nullify my claim 
at once and all that I ask is that the South- 
ern Railway Company will compensate my 
lawyer for his work in bringing the suit.” 
Mr. Bell Opposed to Mass Meetings. 

Mr. Bell was another of the litigants pres- 
ent, who ayznounced that he was willing to 
withdraw his suit. 

“In fact, I thought I had already with- 
drawn,” he said, “and only until I saw 
my name in the papers as one of the liti- 
gants did I know my name wes never taken 
off the lists. 

“I am afraid, though, gentlemen, this 
mass meeting was not well advised, for it 
tcrds to take business out of the courts. 
It may lead on, however, and enable us to 
favor and foster our railway interests by 
some day preventing the great number of 
lawsuits employes file against their roads 
when they have ea slight injury to their 
person in wrecks, etc. We might as well 
try their damage suits at mass meetings 
as tu try such damage suits as these. Now, 
Il would have been most willing to have 
settled this case if Mr. Balawin or any 
of the officials of the road had come to me 
privately. There wasn’t any use of this 
mass meeting.” 

Mr. Johnson in Good Humor. 

Mr. W. A. Johnson was another litigant 
present. He caught the crowds with his 
perfect good humor. 

“Why, of course I'll withdraw the suit,” 
he said, “and I want to say that I am 
ecrry now my name has ever been brought 
up by others in this connection.’’ (Laughter 
and apnvlause.) 

Ir. T .J. Day made a general statement 
of how the lands have increased in value 
olt by the shops. He said the taxbooks 
show a handsome increase. 

Mr. W. J. Campbell spoke in compliment- 
ary terms of the magnanimous way in 
which the litigants had determined to with- 
draw tifeir suits. 

Mr. W. P. Hill's Sensational. Speech.

The Atlanta Federation of Trades 
appointed a committee to get up a labor 
directory for and the committee has 
engaged Mr. S. M. White, president of the 
Federation, to do the work 

The directory will be a complete refer- 
ence book of all the Atlanta labor organi- 
zations and will contain much valuabie in- 
formation in relation to them.

The Boy Murderer Makes an Attempt to 
Attack Lawyer Frank Walker. 


HIS FIRST BREAK SINCE THE CAPTURE 


He Became Infuriated and Grabs the Law- 
yer in th» Collar--H's } atoer Called 
at tbe Jail Alterwards.

Will Myers, convicted of the murder of 
Forrest. Crowley, showed the ugly side of 
his nature yesterday, and, from the calm, 
self-contained, pleasant-faced boy, was 
transformed for a moment into a danger- 
Ous, blood-thirsty prisoner. 

In the corridor of the jail, he made a 
Vicious and sudden attack on Colonel Frank 
Walker, the well-known lawyer, who was 
consulting with a client, and, had it not 
been for the coolness and presence of mind 
of the attorney, he would have been forced 
into a desperate encounter. 

The strong hand of Myers grasped the 
collar of the lawyer with a grip that show- 
ed the intensity of his feeling, and, with 
the slightest provocation, he would have 
Given desperate fight. But Mr. Walker 
realized the situation, and, without a 
tremor, looked the murderer fearlessly in 
the eye and cautioned him that his rash- 


In the meantime some of the prisoners, 
fearful of what might follow, yelled out 
to Jailer Mardis, and that official appeared 
promptly on the scene, when Myers was 
quickly shoved into his cell, where he was 
locked for the rest of the day. 

It was a new and hidden side of the 
young man’s nature that turned up. Since 
his arrest, it has been held in abeyance, 
and only the soft, lamb-like look and the 
easy, affable manner that made men won- 
der how a lad so innocent looking could be 


_ Builty of a crime so horrible, has until this 


been shown to the public. 

It was a flash of temper, a quick, vivid 
flash, that told the real spirit behind the 
mild brown eyes. Myers realized what he 
had done, and the rest of the afternoon 
was glum and taciturn. 

What Angered Myers, 

Attorney Walker had been enwaged for 
sOme time talking to one of his clients in 
the jail corridor. It was the hour when 
the prisoners are released from the cases 
to take their mid-day exercisé, and th. 
hall was crowded. The lawyer had finished 
his business, and started for the door, 
where a group of prisoners were congre- 
gated, talking over their various cases. 
Some of these men Mr. Walker knew, and 
he had a pleasant word for them. John 
Carr was questioning him, and in the con- 
versation the lawyer happened to remark 
that he thought Myers was guilty, and 
ought to hang. 

Myers was at the other end of the cor- 
ridor, walking rapidly back and furth. He 
was stopped by Storgiil, a negro burgiar, 
who informed him that the lawyer had 
ealled him a , and said that he was 
guilty and ought to hang. 

It was like a torch to Myers’s temper. 
He said nothing at first, but continued to 
stride rapicly from cne end of the hallway 
to the other, looking steadily at Mr. Wal- 
ker all the while. His anger increased. 
Flushed and infuriated, he walked to where 
the lawyer was standing, and called him 
He had

aside. Myers was talking rapidly. 
advanced on the object of his anger, who. 
already in a corner, could not get out of 
the way, if he had desired. 

Myers was very mad, but talked fn a 
low tone, and what seid could not be 
heard the rest who 
were looking on curidusiy. F word 
now and then caught by some of the men, 
they learned that the boy was using severe 
language. Mr. Walker inade no attempt to 
resent it. His intention was, if possible, to 
pacify the aroused feelings of the young 
fellow, who stood glaring at him like a 
wild beast ready to spring for prey. In 
this he succeeded to a degree, and it was 
with a feeling of relief that the men saw 
Myers turn away and start to his cell. 

Caught Him in the Coliar. 

It was only a lull, however, in the boy's 
He turned again, and grabbing Mr. 
Walker in the collar demanded that he re- 
tract what ne had said. Myers was vio- 
jlent in his language. Mr. Walker, who car- 
ried a large cane and could have defended 
himself with effect, informed the boy that 
no epithet had been applied to him. 

The prisoners were still looking on, ex- 
pecting a fierce encounter, but some of the 
more timid called to Jailer Mardis, who 
was seated in the office. The officer hur- 
ried at once to the place and Myers imme- 
diately calmed down. He was taken to the 
front room where Mr. Walker had preceded 
him, and an explanation for his unruly con- 
duct asked for. 

*T’ll allow no man to call me what he 
did,’’ explained the boy, “‘and that’s why I 
went on to him.” 

Mr. Walker assured Myers that he had 
been wrongly informed. 

“But,” he added, “‘I did say that I thought 
you were guilty and should hang.” 

Jailer Mardis gave the boy criminal a 
stiff lecture and ordered his privileges cur- 
tailed.

A COMPLICATED CASB| DUFFY'S PURE. 


R. R. Moomangh Gives J. W. Phillips as 
Authority for His Statement. 


MOOMAUGH CHARGED WITH PERJURY 


Miss Temple, Who Chased the Bailiff, Was 
Not Prosecuted—Kiser Was Released 
Yesterday Morning. 


The charge of perjury preferred in a war- 
rant sworn out by Mr. J. W. Phillips 
against Mr. R. H. Moomaugh will probably 
be disposed of today in Justice Bloodworth’s 
court. 

The story of the warrant is a peculiar one 
aid has its beginning in The sale of a car- 
a sale which led to the ap- 
pointment of two temporary receivers and 
finally to the dismissal of it. 

According to Mr. Moomaugh he sold a 
carioad of grapes to the J. W. Phillips com- 
pany for something over $400. He attempt- 
ed collect it and failed, with the exception 
of 359. He then petitioned for an injunction 
and the appcintment of a receiver. In this 
petition fort receiver he alleged that to Fay 
& Kelley, whose agent he was, the Phil- 
lips company owed an amount which made 
them represent one-third of the unsecured 
incebtedness. 

When the modification of the receiver- 
ship came up fcr discussion there was an 
indebtedness amounting to about #,000 pres- 
ent, and the greater portion of this indebt- 
edness—about nine-tenths—cbjected to the 
“uppointmert of a receiver. The appearance 
of these creditors was evidence clearly that 
the $400 owed to Fay & Kelley was not 
one-third of the total indebtedness. 

Mr. Moomaugh, in justification of his ac- 
tion, stated for publication that he peti- 
ticned for a receiver on statements made 
by Mr. J. W. Phillips to him. He stated 
that Mr. Phillips told him that the indebt- 
edness of the Phillips company did not 
amount to more than $700. Mr. Moomaugh 
Says that the petition fur a receiver Was 
based upon Mr. Phillips statements, which 
he understood were made by Mr. Phillips 
to Others than himself. 

On the other hand, Mr. Phillips evidently 
takes issue with Mr. Moomazaugh, for he 
hes sworn out a warrant charging Mr. Moo- 
mraugh with perjury. The outcome of the 
case will be watched for with decided in- 
terest. 

No One Appenured Agninst Her. 

Miss Sarah Temple, who held off two 
bailiffs at the point of a pistol Saturday, 
was in Justice Bloodworth’s ccurt yester- 
Gay to stand a hearing on a warrant sworn 
out against her for interfering with officers 
im the discharge of their duty. 

No one appeared against her and Justice 
Biccdworth dismissed the case. It appears 
that Charles Boyles and L. J. Coppedge 
went to the home of the young lady and at- 
tempted to levy on certain furniture. She 
objected, as did her mother. and the bailiffs 
persisted. Miss Temple sought out a pistol, 
which was near at hand, and snapped it 
at the bailiffs. It is said that one of the 
bailiffs managed to get the mother of 
the young lady between himself and the 
pistol and then quickly made haste to 
leave the scene. 

Luckily for all parties, the pistol was not 
loaded and no one was hurt. 

He'll Be Tried Today. 

A warrant was sworn out against W. F. 
Nolan by his wife, Mrs. M. A. Nolan. She 
chargec him with having failed to support 
his minor children and wants him punished 
accordingly. He is also charged with de- 
sertion. The case will be heard before Jus- 
tice Lloodworth tcday. 

It Was Dismissed Yesterday. 

The warrant sworn out by Hudson, the 
photographer, against Young Kiser, who 
was in his employ for some time, was dis- 
missed yesterday before Justice Bloodworth, 
Kiser made a cash bond on Monday for his 
appearance yesterday. The swearing out 
of the warrant grew out of a misunder- 
standing between Kiser and Hudson, Kiser 
having previously taken out a laborer’s 
lien for money which he claimed was due 
him from Hudson.
